Swift Pork Company (employer) and Gallagher Bassett Services
(insurance carrier) appeal from an adverse ruling on their petition for judicial
review of the final agency decision of the lowa Workers’ Compensation
Commissioner.  Appellants argue the district court erred in affirming the
Commissioner’s finding that Feliciano Garcia Diaz (Garcia) met his burden of
proof that his injury extends into the body as a whole, and in affirming the
Commissioner’s finding that Garcia is permanently totally disabled. We have
reviewed the thorough and well-reasoned decision of the district court and
conclude the district court’s ruling should be affirmed without opinion. See lowa
R. App. P. 6.1203(a), (c), (d).
